PRICES OF ALL STOCKS BUT 
* WHEAT TUMBLE. 


Reports from North “of ~ Frigid 
Weather Send Cereals One Cent 
Higher Than Saturday’s Above 
Dollar Mark—Al!l Other Securities 
Shrink Unaccountably in Value. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

NEW YORK, May 27.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With no support to secu- 
rity values yesterday, prices of stocks 
and bonds suffered severely, and as 
the stock market slumped grain prices 
advanced wildly on rumors of frosts 
and yellows in the winter wheat belt. 
Wall street seemed saturated with 
pessimism, and it was “Blue Monday” 
for many. 

Except in the wheat pit there was 
very little excitement, as on the Stock 
Exchange the lopping off of millions 
fof dollars from the values of securi- 
ties was viewed with a cold indiffer- 
ence. Declines of from four to seven 
points in many leading stocks, a de- 
velopment which ordinarily would 
have caused sinister reports of diffi- 
culties, were witnessed without evoking 
much comment. Naturally, the question 
was asked: “Where is all the stock 
coming from?” but few could answer

that powerful interests 
were letting go of their speculative 
holdings to protect commitments or un- 
dertakings in which a decided interest 
was held. 

September wheat jumped to $108 a! 
bushel in this market and L0O4% 
Chicago. Gains of from 2 to 3 cents a 
bushel were recorded at one period of 
the day. From these high points, how- 
ever, there was a setback. The frigid 
conditions reported in the winter wheat 
belt had given way to rain and this 
change in the winter wheat belt was 
considered beneficial. As a result wheat 
prices closed from 1 cent a _ bushel 
higher than Saturday's close in this 
city and the Chicago markets. 

Naturally the advance in the wheat 
market exerted a depressing effect on 
the stock market, but this unfavorable 
development was by no means the sole 
important influence affecting values 
these. Traders, findibg that little sup- 
port was extended to the stock ma 
ket, attacked it savagely. When it was 
announced that gold to the amount of 
$780,000 had been engaged for export, 
the news was used as a basis of fur- 
ther selling. Again the failure of a 
brokerage house in London induced re- 
newed selling for a fall, but throughout 
the entire session it was apparent that 
slow liquidation—tbat is, the outpour- 
ing of long stocks—was continually in 
evidence. 

Losses in Canadian Pacific, Reading 
and Smelting common réached from 
five to seven points. St. Paul declined 
4%. Union Pacific 4%, Amalgamated 
Copper 3%, Southern Railway pre- 
ferred 5 points and Northern Pacific 
2 points. 

Stocks 
were those which have made 
sto¢k offerings in the last eight or 
nine months. The Hill stocks svld 
down to figures which were within a 
few points of the panic day in March. 
Southern Rallway touched the lowest 
point yesterday in many years when 
the preferred stock sold at 53%. Con- 
solidated Gas, which boomed a few 
day# ago when the fgvorable prelim- 
inary decision of Special Master Mas- 
ten was announced, slumped to a low 
record when it sold at 111, a loss of 
nearly § points.

The most important 
announcement made in this city in 
years was issued this evening.

Angeles by way of Pasadena, and send 


all overland trains into Los Angeles

Fully a million dollars has been ap- 
propriated’to make ‘the mecessary 


between Richfield and Fullerton. When 
completed the new route will reduce 
the distance between this city and Los 
Angeles to almost that of the Pasadena

An Official of the Naval Observatory 
at Washington describes one of the 
methods of testing the question of the 
existence of a perceptible atmosphere 
on the moon. This is by the observa- 
tion of a star at the instant when it 
disappears, or emerges from behind) 
the moon. If there were a lunar at-| 
mosphere it should produce some effect | 
on the appearance of the star. No/| 
such effect has ever certainly been 
observed.

Photo-| 
graphs of stars. made as they are 
about to disappear behind the lunar 
disk, shows no indications of change)

NO THEATERS FOR CHILDREN 
UNATTENDED.

Young Boys and Girls May Go to 
Places of Public Amusement Where 
Fee is Charged Only in Company 
ef Parent or Guardian—Stringent 
Council Ordinance. 


Children unattended may no longer 
visit places of public entertainment 
and amusement where a fee is 
charged. That is a provision of 
a juvenile-protection ordinance that 
passed the Council yesterday after- 
noon. A display of suggestive and in- 
Gecent pictures at penny arcades and 
the production of “blood and thun- 
der” plays at cheap theaters caused 
the Council to take such action. 

The age limit at which boys and 
girls may got to theaters and other 
places of amusement unattended is 14 
years. This limit was selected on 
the recommendation of a committee 
representing the public and 
the Juvenile Court judge, C. D. Wil- 
bur and City Attorney Hewitt worked 
together in drafting the present ordi- 
nance they assert that the restrictions 

imposes are reasonable ones and that 
Ste validity be ‘sustained in court. 

Testimony was given .before the 
Counctl a week ago concerning the 
class of views displayed by the pen- 
my arcades; it appears that the man- 
agers of these resorts have been able 
to escape prosecution by using copy- 
right pictures. The suggestive settings 
for some of these alleged works of art 
is censured severely by those who have 
viewed the plates. 

Members of the committee asking for 
the new law say that the loss of the 
patronage of the children will cause 
the penny arcades to close. These 
kindergartens of crime are supported 
almost wholly by the pennies of chil- 
dren less than 14 years of age, and 
most of the views are painted to at- 
‘tract youthful eyes 

Cheap theaters ake responsible for 
the provision requiring that children 
cannot attend places of public amuse- 
ment unattended. Judge Wilbur teld 
the legislators that the buckets-of- 

plays are not likely to improve 
the morals of children. 

“In most of the juvenile cases that 
come before me in which children 
have stolen money,” said the judge, 
“I find that they have expended a por- 
tion of that money in going to the- 
aters. Children who attend places of 
public amusement without the know!l- 
edge of their parents are likely to se- 
cure money for this amusement in a 
way that the parent would not ap- 
prove.” 

Counctiman'Clampitt questioned the 
wisdom of closing the first-class the- 
atres to the children. “I give my 
Httle nephews and nieces money fre- 
quently to attend the firet-class the- 
atres.” said Clampitt. “Often chi!- 
dren's plays are presented—plays that 
ae good for the children to see and 


City Attorney Hewitt questioned the 
legality of an ordinance which would 
permit children to attend one theater 
and forbid them to enter another. In 
the end the ordinance was approved 
just as it came from the City Attor- 
ney’s office.

pany was exonerated. 

In accordance with the law, Coroner 
Lanterman immediately after the in- 
quest Ordered a warrant itesued for his 
arrest. The warrant will be applied 
for by Constable Harley Newell. 

Coroner Lanterman, however, insin- 
uated that there is a possibility that 
action againet the chauffeur may be 
diamiased. “The evidenge presented at 
the inquest will be laid Before the Dis- 
‘trict Attorney,” said the Coroner. “If 
the. District Attorney finds sufficient 
evidence to justify the prosecution of 
the driver of the machine, the warrant 
will be issued, but doubt that action 
will be taken against the young man.” 

The inquest was held at the under- 
taking establishment of Adame, Turner 
& Stevens and attracted a number of 
interested people. Serving on the jury 
were: T. P. Lakens, foreman; J. Her- 
bert Hall, W. W. Ogter. Cari P. Hotal- 
ing, W. K. Foes and W. L. Barrett. 

(. A. McNeil of No. 1515 South Figue- 
roa street. Los Angeles, the fireman of 
the train that struck the automobile, 
proved to be about the only witness 
at the inquest who knew anything 
concerning the accident. His state- 
ment was clear and concise. 

“We left Pasadena fifteen minutes 
Ciate and the accident happened at 7 or | 
o'clock,” testified McNeil. “We ap- 

proached the station at about forty 
miles an hour. The engineer applied 
the brakes just before reaching the 
Pacific Electric Railroad crossing. The 
whistle was blown for thie crossing 
and it was blown for the _§ station. 
After crossing the electric railroad the 
engineer released the brakes and the 
train gathered speed rapidly. I pre- 
sume it was going fifty miles an hour 
when the accident happened. 

“I noticed the automobile first when 
the engine was about 100 feet from the 
atreet crossing. The automobile was 
less than 100 feet away. I yelled to 
the engineer to hold and he applied 
the Brakes without knowing what was 
the matter. It all happened in a mo- 
ment. I judge that the automobile was 
going at twenty-five or thirty miles 
an hour, but in the short space of time 
perhaps I could not judge its speed 
fairly. I am sure that the driver of 
the auto did not even look in the di- 
rection of the train. Nor did the other 

The driver 
made no effort to stop or swerve out 
unless he made the effort when he was 
within twelve or fifteen feet of the 
track.
